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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed March 21 , 2006 and March 28, 2006 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Kannas fails to disclose 
calculating a reference service quality as an admissible service quality. Applicant 
further argues that Kannas fails to disclose denying access to the system but rather 
provides a lower level of service. The examiner, however, respectfully disagrees. 

Kannas discloses a dynamic upgrade of quality of service in a packet switched 
network. Kannas further discloses calculating a reference service quality as evidenced 
by the fact that the system keeps track of the amount of users in the system. If the 
system is congested, access to the system won't be accepted. Although Kannas offers 
the mobile user a lower quality service, that service is not provided to the user if the 
resources are not available (col. 1, lines 48-56, col. 5, line 45-col. 6, line 23). 

Based on the above remarks, the examiner believes Kannas still reads on the 
invention as presently claimed. The rejections to the claims are set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international applicatbn designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 -4, 6-1 5, 1 7-1 9 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Kannas et al. (Kannas), U.S. Patent No. 6,683,853. 

Regarding claims 1-4, 6-15, 17-19 and 21, Kannas discloses a method (and a 
mobile station and admission control device and program) of operating an admission 
control device in a mobile communication system capable of providing a first 
communication that guarantees a service quality and a second communication that 
does not guarantee the service quality at a mobile station, comprising: sending a 
required service quality required by an application from the mobile station to the 
admission control device when the mobile station sends a service request; the mobile 
station configured to request at least one of the first communication and the second 
communication, according to the type of the application, calculating, by the admission 
control device; a reference service quality as an admissible service quality. Said 
reference service being a service quality when a propagation quality is lowest at the 
mobile station; and admitting, by the admission control device, the service request from 
the mobile station if the required service quality is less than or equal to the reference 
service quality (col. 2,lines 24-59, col. 5, line 42-col. 6, line 23 and col. 6,lines 1 1- page 
7,line2).
